The excursion train from Louisville over 
the Louisville, Cincinnati and Lexington 
ruilroad, bearing his Honor the Mayor of 
Louisville, members of the Board of Al- 
dermen, Common Council, the Kentucky 
press and other distinguished citizens of 
our sister city, accompanied by the Phil- 
harmonic Band, reached the depot in Cov- 
ington a few minutes before throe o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, having left Louisville 
at half-past nine a. m. 

The train consisted of six passenger 
coaches well filled with ladies and gentle- 
men, in all numbering nearly four hun- 
dred. At the depot they were met by his 
Honor Mayor Torrence, and the reception 
committee of the City Council, consisting 
of A. P. C. Bonte. T. F. Eckert, Joseph 
Siefert, W. Brickell and M. Corbett, and 
were conducted in carriages aud omni- 
buses to the Spencer House.

At o’clock last night the banquet was 
given in t he large dining-room .of the 
Spencer House. Every seat was occupied, 
and the spectacle was a beautiful one. 

Mr. Bonte, at ten o’clock, called the 
meeting to order, and proposed as a toast, 
“The city of Louisville.” 

Mayor Bunce, of Louisville, replied by 
offering: “The city of Cincinnati — her 
Mayor and Council. 

Mayor Torrence was called to respond 
to this toast. He said he could lay claim 
to being among the old inhabitants. They 
were celebrating the event that brought 
them together within a few feet of where 
he was born. This was then the center of 
Cincinnati. The city had since pushed 
itself, not only to the top of the hill, but 
beyond; and while it was spreading itself 
over the remote rolling lands, it has also 
extended its limits to Louisville — [laugh- 
ter] — would soon be at Chattanooga, ami 
would then push on to Pensacola. [Ap- 
plause.] He said they were about build- 
ing a city at Louisville, and Cincinnati 
would now be enabled to get there to show 
them how to do it. [Applause.] 

J. J. Clemens also responded, but owing 
to the confusion we could not hear dis- 
tinctly what he said. 

T. L. McDermott proposed the “Board 
of Trade of Cincinnati. ’ 

Mayor Bunce, of Louisville, said he be- 
lieved Cincinnati would become one of the 
great cities of the country: but when that 
time arrived, Louisville would be at her 
side. The interests of Louisville and 
Cincinnati were identical, and these im- 
provements were to inure to the benefit of 
both. 

J. J. Clemmens proposed: “Cincinnati 
and Louisville — may the generous rivalry 
result in their mutual benefit.” 

J. J. Porter, president of the Louisville 
Bonn! of Trade, was called for and re- 
sponded. He said that while he would 
not make a speech, he must be allowed to 
congratulate the people of Cincinnati on 
their close connection with the great City 
of the Falls. They hud entered into a 
contest with Cincinnati for the trade of 
the South, and, feeling as a generous rival 
should, they had built this road to give 
Cincinnati an equal chance. 

M. W. Larue, of Louisville, was loudly 
called for, and briefly responded. 

Toasts were drank to “Cincinnati, Cov- 
ington and Louisville,’’ also “Billy Glass, 
the oldest member of the City Council.” 
This brought Billy to his feet, and after he 
had spoken a few seconds ho said he had 
spoken enough (to which nobody seemed 
to object), and proposed to compromise by 
taking a drink, which he did with charac- 
teristic grace. 

John D. Orrill, of Louisville, on being 
called for, said he would not make a 
speech, but he would take the opportunity 
of alluding to the enterprise of Cincinnati 
and the event they were now celebrating. 
He hoped Louisville would soon be an 
honorable rival of Cincinnati for the com- 
merce of the country.
